G.S.R, 352(E). —Whereas a draft of certain rules further to amend the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945, was 
published as required by sections 12 and 3 3 of the Drugs and Cosmetics Act, 1940 (23 of 1940), at page 2 in the Gazette 
of India, Extraordinary Part II, Section 3, Sub-scction (i) dated tlie 26th April, 1999 under the notification of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Health and Family Welfare (Dqjartment of Health), No. GSR 315(E) dated the 
26t]i April, 1999 inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby, before the expiry of a 
period of forty five days from the date on which the copies of the Official Gazette containing the said notification were 
made available to the public ; 

And whereas copies of the said Gazette were made available to the public on 6th May, 1999; 

And whereas objections and suggestions received from the public on the said draft rules have been considered 
by tlie Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sections 12 and 33 of the said Act, the Central Govern¬ 
ment, after consultation with the Drugs Technical Advisory Board herdry makes the following rules further to amend the 
Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945, namely :— 


1, (1) These rules may be called the Drugs and Cosmetics (Fourth Amendment) Rules, 2000. 

(2) Trey shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945,— 

(a) in rule 65, in the proviso to sub-rule (18), after the words "'under those schemes”, and before the words 
“subject to the conditions”, the following words shall be inserted, namely .— 

“or have been appointed as authorised Depots or Carrying and Forwarding agent by the manufacturer in 
writing, for storing free samples meant for distribution to medical profession”; 

(b) in rule 148, in sub-rule (1). for clause (b), the following clause shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(b) the name of the manufacturer and complete address of the premises of the manufactmer where the 
cosmetic has been manufactured; 

Provided that if the cosmetic is contained in a very small size container where the address of the 
manufacturer cannot be given, the name of the manufacturer and his principal place of manufacture shall 
be along with pin code.”.
